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DESTRUCTION ORDER MADE ON DOGS THAT SAVAGED GRANDMOTHER

TWO Rottweilers which attacked an 82-year-old 
grandmother in a Tipton street will be destroyed 
and the owner given a community order, magistrates 
have ruled. 

Pensioner Margaret Langford spent five days in 
hospital after being set upon by the dogs, which had 
escaped from a garden in Ivy Road. 

They tore at her body as she lay face down on the 
ground screaming during the three-minute ordeal. 
The dogs bit her right arm, both legs, her chest 
and buttocks. Their owner Marie Parker sobbed at 
Sandwell Magistrates Court as the bench decided the 
animals must be put down. 

Mrs Langford was walking to meet a bereaved 
friend when the dogs attacked. 

Grandson Jack Langford, aged 24, said the attack 
had left the family ‘emotionally traumatised’, but 


was hopeful she could put the ordeal behind her. “We 
are pleased these dangerous dogs have now been 
taken off the streets and can’t cause further injury 
to anyone else,” he said. “Gran is relieved. Hopefully 
this will bring her some reassurance.” 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, told the court the 
dogs, called Lucky and Misty, jumped at her after es¬ 
caping from the garden at around 1.30pm on May 18. 
They knocked her to the ground and she was then 
bitten numerous times, he said. 

“She was screaming, trying to fight off the dogs.” 

Mr Cooper said: “Days after the attack she was 
still in discomfort and the psychological impact will 
no doubt last longer than her physical injuries.” 

Parker, aged 47, was also given a three-month 
community order which includes a three-month 
curfew between 7am and 7pm and she was ordered 


to pay a £2,500 in compensation. She had pleaded 
guilty to being the owner of a dog dangerously out of 
control at a previous hearing. 

Magistrates said they had decided the dogs should 
be destroyed in the interests of public safety. 

Mrs Helen Pinning, for Parker, said the dogs had 
never displayed signs of aggression in the past and 
were regularly around the owner’s grandchildren. 

Mrs Pinning said: “She fully appreciates the lady 
went through an unpleasant and hurtful experience. 

“She is sorry for that. She is very remorseful and 
extremely upset about what happened. 

“If there had been any doubts about the grandchil¬ 
dren, they would not have allowed their grandchil¬ 
dren to have been in their company. 

“As far as Mrs Parker was concerned they were 
loved family pets.”

ALBION fans have shared mixed emotions over the takeover of their 
club by a Chinese investment group. 

The club officially announced the takeover last Friday morning. The sale had been 
agreed with Yunyi Guokai Sports Development Limited over a month ago. 

But supporters were divided in their opinions of the sale, with some optimistic for the future whilst others 
were sceptical. Steve Rose, 45, from Aldridge, a season ticket holder since 1976, had mixed views. 

He said: “I was dubious about the takeover at first. I think Peace has done a good job. We used to be like 
Aston Villa - stable and never in debt. “I would like the club to have an English owner compared to foreign. 
My concerns are that you only have to look at the owners of Birmingham City. 

“But the owners talked about when Albion toured in China, so there is a connection there already for him 
(Guochuan Lai), which I like. 

“Hopefully they will invest well in our club but 
I don’t want them to treat us like an asset. I want 
them to think of us as a football club with a heart. 

“Hopefully they take the club forward.” 

Dave Smith, aged 39, from Birmingham, said 
he was doubtful about the takeover. He said: “I am 
sceptical really. 

Obvious 

“It depends how they are going to invest in the 
club. All I know is that Jeremy Peace has done a 
good job. Albion is one of the best run football clubs 
in the country. 

“It is pretty obvious the squad needs investment 
desperately. 

“I think Tony Pulis has done a good job, even 
though people moan about the type of football, but 
we are still in the Premier League. I think we just 
need to get some decent players to support the ex¬ 
isting squad. ” 

Colin Walton, aged 67, from West Bromwich, 
added: “I have followed the Albion for 55 years but 
I don’t welcome the foreign investment. Let’s see 
what good it does for the Albion and if they have the 
same manager in charge next season.” 

But other fans were more positive over what the 
future holds. Raymond Snape, from West Brom-

wich, said: “I welcome the takeover. Jeremy took 
over at the right time and stabilised us but he can’t 
take us any further.” 

Melvin McTaggart, 65, from West Bromwich, 
said: “I think the takeover is fantastic. I go to every 
game and have watched the Albion since 1961.” 

James Hoult, 65, from West Bromwich, added: 
“I think the takeover is great, foreign investors are 
buying all clubs so it can only be a good thing for 
Albion.” 


CLOSURE 

Date is set for end 
of magistrates court 

SANDWELL Magistrates Court will close 
for the final time next month, it has been 
revealed. 

It was announced earlier this year the 
court, on Oldbury Ringway, would be one 
of dozens to shut following a Government 
review of buildings.lt is due to close for the 
final time on September 3. The decision will 
leave Sandwell as the only Black Country 
borough without a criminal court. 

Victims of crime and their families, wit¬ 
nesses and defendants will have to travel 
to either Dudley or Walsall to hear cases. 

Labour’s deputy leader Tom Watson, 
who is MP for West Bromwich East, said 
the decision would make it ‘harder for fam¬ 
ilies to get access to justice’.

Graduation follows life-saving surgery 



First class - Emily White 


A STAFFORDSHIRE University stu¬ 
dent, determined to continue her stud¬ 
ies after life-saving surgery, has gradu¬ 
ated with a first-class degree. 

Emily White, 21, from West Brom¬ 
wich, was going into her final year of the 
BSc (Hons) film production technology 
course when she was admitted to Royal 
Stoke University Hospital with a pan¬ 
creatic cyst. 

She spent five weeks in hospital and 
underwent two major operations to re¬ 
move the cyst, which turned out to be 
cancerous tumour. 

Despite battling the tumour, Miss 


white was determined to not fall behind, 
so continued her studies from her hos¬ 
pital bed. She said: “I did think about 
leaving it a year but I was all geared up 
and ready to go. 

“I thought if there’s nothing that 
much to hold me back then I might as 
well get on with it. 

“I wanted to get my mind off what had 
happened, off the surgery and recovery. 

“I wanted to go back to university as 
soon as possible but I knew I had to take 
it slowly.” 

While in hospital, Miss White’s par¬ 
ents bought books to inspire her work 


and classmates visited to keep her 
up-to-date with the course. With sup¬ 
port from family, friends and lecturers 
Emily cracked on with editing, scripting 
and storyboarding her final year project 
from her hospital bed, and, after weeks 
of recovery, Emily returned to univer¬ 
sity in January ready to pick up where 
she left off. 

All of Miss White’s hard work paid 
off and she not only graduated this past 
month, but graduated with a first class 
honours degree. She now hopes to find 
freelance work in the film industry to 
further her career. 


Windfall will have big 
impact on job prospects 


MORE than £50million will be 
pumped into the Black Country 
in a bid to boost employment 
prospects for young people, it 
has been announced. 

The project is a joint scheme be¬ 
tween Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton councils which start¬ 
ed two years ago. 

Called the Black Country Impact scheme, 
it is aimed at helping unemployed people 
aged between 15 and 29. It attempts to help 
them in to work, education and training. 

The councils were quickly joined by Black 
Country Talent Match, a project led by the 
Wolverhampton Voluntary Sector Council 
and funded through the Big Lottery. 

The partnership has won approval from 
the Department of Work and Pensions for 
£34 million of new European Union fund¬ 
ing, matched by £8 million from the Big 
Lottery Fund. More cash will come from 
partners, bringing the total to spend on 
the programme over the next two years to 
£51million. 

Tailored 

The project aims to help young adults 
overcome the barriers to employment by 
providing a programme tailored to their 
individual needs. 

This includes by having a key worker 
or mentor trained to support the young 
adult with employability and skills, offer¬ 
ing advice and guidance which could also 
incorporate help with travel, childcare and 
equipment, and even brokering between 
the individual and the opportunity they 
decide upon. 

Dudley Council took responsibility for 
steering the project. Leader Councillor 
Pete Lowe said: “We are delighted to have 
successfully secured these much needed 
funds for our residents. 

“There can be no doubt that these are 
challenging times for some young adults in 
the Black Country. 

“Through the Black Country Impact we 
are determined to tackle the barriers that 
may be preventing some young adults from 
becoming all they can. 

“Impact gives its partners the ability to 
work across the sub-region, co-ordinating 
activities and simplifying access to services 
for young adults.” 


MP’s action call over disused pub

AN MP and councillors have called 
for the demolition of an empty 
Tividale pub, which they say is an 
eyesore. 

West Bromwich West MP Adrian 
Bailey has joined forces with Tiv¬ 
idale councillors Maria Crompton, 
Lorraine Ashman and Sandra He- 
vican, to call on the London-based 
owners to tear down the old Doll’s 
House. 

The site is near residential prop¬ 
erties in Newbury Lane and Ascot 
Close. The pub closed over two 


years ago and was recently subject 
to a suspected arson attack. 

Mr Bailey says residents are ex¬ 
tremely concerned about the build¬ 
ing’s proximity to a petrol station. 
The former pub has also become a 
haven for fly-tippers. 

The empty property is owned by 
MAS Properties, based in South 
West London. Sandwell Council 
wrote to the company asking it to 
take action, but nothing has been 
done. 

Mr Bailey said: “I have written 


to MAS Properties asking them 
to put the property in good order 
urgently. If not, then to have it de¬ 
molished and the site made safe. 

“If I fail to obtain a response, I 
shall be seeking legal advice with 
Sandwell Council and seeking to 
bring this matter to a close. 

“The site has become an absolute 
eyesore. The situation cannot go on 
any longer.” 

No-one from MAS Properties 
was available to comment on the 
situation. 


Support for 
young people 
boosted by 
lottery cash 

A HALESOWEN-based charity which 
supports young people in their social 
and emotional development has been 
awarded nearly £350,000 from the Big 
Lottery Fund. 

Phase Trust was awarded the cash 
from the branch of the National Lot¬ 
tery so it can continue supporting young 
people. It has operated since 1999 and 
supports youngsters facing challenges to 
their social, emotional and behavioural 
development - factors, which the project 
says, often have an adverse effect on 
their education and futures.

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Student was 
given kiss 
by college 
employee 

A STAFF member from Birmingham 
Metropolitan College has been hand¬ 
ed a 12-month community order after 
kissing a student. 

Philip Tuite made ‘inappropriate 
comments’ to the teenager about her 
clothing and ‘grabbed her around the 
waist’ when they were out of the col¬ 
lege, Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

The girl, who cannot be named, re¬ 
turned to the staff room with Tuite to 
discuss coursework with him. He then 
gave her a brief ‘kiss on the lips’, the 
court was told. 

Tuite, aged 56, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of sexual activity with a girl 
and adult abuse of position of trust. 

Ms Sarah Hurd, prosecuting, said: 
“She was alarmed and went home to 
tell her mother. She was very tearful 
and distressed.” 

Tuite was immediately suspended 
from the college. The court heard how 
he had been in the RAF for more than 
20 years with an ‘exemplary record’ 
before going into education. 

Ms Jane Siddons, defending, said: 
“He accepts that it was a sexual sit¬ 
uation and that the kiss was a big 
mistake. He is ashamed and remorse¬ 
ful and knows that what she went 
through was awful.” 

Tuite, from Albion Close, Swadlin¬ 
cote, Derbyshire, was given a 12- 
month community order with a 
rehabilitation activity requirement 
for 20 days. 

He was ordered to pay a £60 statu¬ 
tory surcharge and £185 court costs, 
and will also have to sign the sex of¬ 
fenders’ register. 

Driver sentenced 
after police chase 

A MAN who cut across busy traffic 
and mounted the pavement to es¬ 
cape a police pursuit has been jailed 
for eight months and banned for 16 
months at Birmingham Crown Court. 

Footage of Kazim Mahmood Ibra¬ 
him attempting to evade officers in a 
black Mercedes showed him speeding 
and weaving through queues of city 
centre motorists on July 5. 

Ibrahim was detained on Blews 
Street and taken into custody. A 
search of his car revealed illegal cig¬ 
arettes with an excise duty value of 
more than £10,000, which was seized 
by HM Revenue & Customs. 

The 27-year-old, from Haringey, 
north London, admitted dangerous 
driving, driving without a licence or 
insurance and possession of cannabis.

The body of Katie Humpage was 
discovered by her parents at her flat 
in Burrowes Street, Birchills, on 
Tuesday July 26. The 32-year-old 
worked at South Wolverhampton and 
Bilston Academy up until her death 
and had previously taught at Willen- 
hall E-ACT Academy. An inquest into 
her death was opened at the Black 
Country Coroner’s Court in Oldbury. 

It was adjourned until September 
15 for further reports and evidence to 


be gathered. Kerry Inscker, principal 
at South Wolverhampton and Bilston 
Academy, said: “Miss Humpage was 
an exceptionally talented teacher and 
leader who was very highly regarded 
by staff and students. 

“She was passionate about teaching 
English and was dedicated to her stu¬ 
dents, she had a hugely positive im¬ 
pact on us all. Katie was a beautiful 
and elegant young woman, her loss is 
very deeply felt at SWB Academy.” 

A fundraising page set up in Miss 
Humpage’s memory has already 
raised more than £1,200 for Mind 


- the mental health charity. People 
have also used the page to pay tribute 
to the popular teacher. 

Amy Butler posted: “Thank you for 
everything you did for so many of us. 
Hope you have now found your peace 
you will be missed x.” 

Express & Star reporter Joe Ed¬ 
wards, who was taught by Miss 
Humpage for more than three years 
at Willenhall E-ACT Academy, said: 
“Deeply saddened to hear we have 
lost Katie. A truly inspirational 
woman who went out of her way to 
help myself and hundreds of others.” 


Hospital bosses want 
total ban on smoking 


BIRMINGHAM Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal has encouraged people to have 
their say on plans to introduce the 
city’s first smoke-free zone around 
its site. 

A consultation has been launched seek¬ 
ing people’s views on the proposals that 
would restrict smoking outside the hos¬ 
pital. 

The smoke-free zone would stretch on both 
sides of Steelhouse Lane, from the hospital’s 
paediatric emergency department to the junc¬ 
tion of Whittall Street, and from there to St 
Mary’s Row. 

Hospital bosses have said they want the 
thoughts of people who live or work near the 
proposed zone, including businesses, patients 
and families - as well as other members of the 
public. 

Duncan Vernon, speciality registrar in public 
health at the hospital, said: “We’re committed 
to doing everything we can to provide excellent 
care and improve the experiences of our chil¬ 
dren, young patients and their families. The 
proposed smoke-free zone would create a clean 
air route to our hospital for everyone whilst at 
the same time avoiding any unnecessary dis¬ 
ruption for our neighbours.” 

Concerns 

Proposals have been put together by the hos¬ 
pital - working with Birmingham City Council 
- in a bid to address concerns from children, 
parents and other visitors about smoking in the 
public spaces around the site. 

Complaints from families have also been 
made regarding littering from discarded cig¬ 
arette stubs. All of Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital’s buildings and grounds have been 
designated smoke-free since 2005. 

The proposed new public area smoke-free 
zone would be clearly marked, initially asking 
people to adhere voluntarily. Chiefs said re¬ 
sponses to the consultation will be used to un¬ 
derstand if enforcement measures would also 
be welcomed by the public. 

Michelle McLoughlin, the hospital’s chief 
nurse, said: “We see the proposed smoke-free 
zone around our hospital as a positive step to¬ 
wards creating a healthier environment around 
our site, which will also reduce the harm that 
second-hand smoke can cause to children and 
families who visit us.”

Hopes over funds for 
queue-busting scheme

HIGHWAYS bosses say 
they are hopeful a mul¬ 
ti-million scheme to tackle 
congestion at a notoriously 
busy roundabout will be ‘at 
the top of the queue’ when 
funding to roads projects is 
allocated. 

Sandwell Council chiefs admit 
they are facing a waiting game over 
a proposed transformation of the 
Birchley Island in Oldbury. 

A preferred option for the island, 
known as the ‘hamburger’ scheme 
which would see it be spilt in two to 
allow traffic to run through the cen¬ 
tre of it, was approved by planners 
last year. A business case will now 
be submitted to the Black Country 
Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) 
in the hope of funding. 

Regeneration boss Councillor 
Paul Moore told the latest meeting 
of the authority’s cabinet: “A major 
business case will be submitted to 
the LEP and ultimately the com¬ 
bined authority. 

“It has received a positive en¬ 
dorsement that the council has the 
scheme shovel ready by bringing 
it forward to the LEP and ensure 
Sandwell is at the top of the queue.” 

It was hoped work could have 
started by the end of last year, but 
drivers still regularly find them¬ 
selves stuck in jams at the rounda¬ 
bout which leads onto the M5. If and 
when the work begins, it is expected 
to take two years to complete. 

Birchley Island is used by around 
92,000 drivers a day. Queues regu¬ 
larly build up during rush hour, par¬ 
ticularly on the Birmingham New 
Road side heading towards the M5. 

An overhaul of the roundabout 
has been backed by regular users - 
with 83 per cent of the public, mo¬ 
torists and businesses in favour. 

Under the plans, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road will be reconstructed so it 
passes through the current island in 
both directions next to the electric¬ 
ity sub-station. There will also be 
four lanes from junction two of the 
M5 to and from Birchley Island and 
traffic signals will be installed along 
the Churchbridge approach.

Funding to 
education 
centres cut 
by council 

CASH-STRAPPED Sandwell Council 
is to cut funding to its activity educa¬ 
tion centres - with charges to rise to 
make up the difference. 

The authority runs four centres, 
namely Edgmond Centre for Outdoor 
Learning in Newport, Shropshire, the 
Frank Chapman Centre in Bewdley, 
the Ingestre Hall Residential Centre 
near Stafford and the Plas Gwynant 
Outdoor Education Centre at the foot 
of Mount Snowdon in Wales. They are 
primarily used by schools for educa¬ 
tional outings. 

Last year, the council put £175,000 
into the sites but bosses have now said 
they can no longer afford to continue 
funding them. 

Children take part in a range of 
outdoor activities during their stays 
and schools inside and outside of the 
borough pay to use them for a period. 

Sandwell schools will have to pay 
an extra £5, meaning the highest rate 
will now be £235 per pupil. 

Academies will have to pay up to 
£265, while schools from outside the 
borough will have to pay even more, 
with the top rate £318 per pupil. 

The price hikes will bring in an 
extra £119,000 which will effectively 
be used to run the sites and plug the 
funding gap. 

Sandwell Council’s children’s ser¬ 
vices chief Simon Hackett praised 
bosses for putting together a pro¬ 
gramme which meant the centres 
would still be able to run. He said: “I 
am proud that despite the Govern¬ 
ment cuts, we are still retaining these 
centres.” 

Travellers moved 
off playing fields 

TRAVELLERS have been evicted 
from land in Oldbury after Sandwell 
Council served a court order. 

The group moved off land along Pit- 
fields Close last Wednesday afternoon. 

Playing fields next to the street 
have been occupied by travellers on 
three different occasion this year. 

Councillors for Old Warley ward, 
where the site is situated within, wel¬ 
comed the travellers moving off the 
land after a two-week occupation. 

Councillor Steve Trow said: “It is a 
long process but one that is absolutely 
necessary. 

“It is disappointing that it is not the 
first time that the land has been sub¬ 
ject to the first illegal camp. 

“The focus now will be on making 
the land more secure and less vulner¬ 
able to being occupied again.”

One fifth of 
passengers 
stand during 
city journey 

A FIFTH of rail passengers have to 
stand when travelling on trains in 
and out of Birmingham every day, ac¬ 
cording to a new report. 

According to the Department of 
Transport, 20 per cent of passengers 
arriving at Birmingham on a typical 
day last year had to stand. 

This compares to 30 per cent of 
passengers travelling in and out of 
London, 16 per cent in Leeds and 
Manchester and 12 per cent in Car¬ 
diff. 

A total of 125,000 people travelled 
in an out of Birmingham on a typical 
day last year, only second to London, 
which had more than a million trav¬ 
ellers a day. The report said: “The 
worsening crowding levels show that 
capacity provision is not coping with 
rising levels of passenger demand.” 

Failed 

Rail Minister Paul Maynard said: 
“These statistics reveal the unprec¬ 
edented scale of passenger demand, 
with journeys doubling in the past 20 
years.” 

The news has disappointed the 
train drivers union, Aslef. Mick 
Whelan, general secretary of Aslef, 
said: “It’s long been our contention 
that privatisation has failed to deliver 
for rail passengers in Britain. We’re 
disappointed - but not surprised - by 
these figures. Disappointed for those 
passengers - especially those who are 
pregnant, or disabled - who have to 
suffer like this, and for those tourists 
who come to this country expecting a 
first class public transport system in a 
first world economy.” 

The figures for overcrowding are 
even higher when looking just at the 
peak morning rush- hour of 8am-9am. 

warning over 
road cameras 

SPEED cameras have been turned on 
in the West Midlands, from Monday. 

The cameras will be on the A38 
Bristol Road, A456 Hagley Road, 
A4540 New John Street, A34 New¬ 
town Row and A45 Coventry Road in 
Birmingham. In Solihull, cameras will 
be turned on on the B425 Lode Lane, 
B4114 Bradford Road and A3400 
Stratford Road. 

The plan to reintroduce camera 
speed enforcement was formally 
agreed late last year. The cameras are 
now ready to be installed after three 
years since obsolete wet film devices 
were last used locally. 

Birmingham City Council, Solihull 
Metropolitan Borough Council, West 
Midlands Police and the Office of the 
Police & Crime Commissioner have 
worked together on the project. 

Supt Kerry Blakeman, from West 
Midlands Police, said: “Those who 
exceed the limit will have to attend 
a speed awareness course where they 
will be educated about the dangers of 
speeding or face either an appearance 
in court or a fine and points on their 
licence.”

Red route move due at 
centre traffic hotspot 


RED routes could be brought in at a 
traffic hotspot in the centre of West 
Bromwich as part of a new crack¬ 
down by council chiefs. 

The restrictions do not allow a vehicle 
to stop on the road at any time, or within 
restricted hours. 

Council chiefs said they hope installing the 
routes across the borough will help speed up 
traffic. Council leader Steve Eling said: “We 
are looking at using them for example near 
West Bromwich bus station to prevent unnec¬ 
essary and disruptive traffic congestion on bus 
routes.” 

The potential for more red line restrictions 
on Sandwell’s roads has been given the green 
light now national highway regulations have 
been relaxed. 

Bosses said they will consider key locations 
and traffic hotspots where the red lines could 
now be used to ease congestion and improve 
safety near schools. Highways officers will 
consider using red lines on key roads around 
schools and congestion hotspots including West 
Bromwich bus station following the changes to 
national traffic regulations. 

Strategic 

A report before Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
said the authority’s highways policy has been 
updated to respond to the Traffic Signs Reg¬ 
ulations and General Directions 2016 which 
became effective in April. 

The regulations now include the ability to 
make use of red route restrictions to deal more 
widely with congestion issues affecting strate¬ 
gic routes. Red line restrictions do not allow 
a vehicle to stop on the road at any time, or 
within restricted hours, unless specific exemp¬ 
tions apply. 

Councillor Eling said: “It is frustrating we 
all get held up by one inconsiderate driver who 
obstructs the road and brings everything to a 
standstill. Now the national regulations have 
relaxed it means we can look at congestion hot¬ 
spots on key roads near schools to potentially 
introduce red line restrictions in consultation 
with other agencies and residents. 

“The aim is to stop inconsiderate drivers 
disrupting traffic flow on key roads especially 
when they park near schools. This puts chil¬ 
dren’s lives at risk. We are also looking at using 
them for example near West Bromwich bus 
station to prevent unnecessary and disruptive 
traffic congestion on bus routes.” 


Skip hire firm in legal action threat

A SKIP hire company has threat¬ 
ened to take Sandwell Council to 
the High Court over a decision 
which could force it to stop trad¬ 
ing and axe 18 jobs. No 1 Skip 
Hire, based on the former Chance 
Glassworks site in Smethwick, 
had its application to continue 
operating refused by the council. 

Campaigners who want to re¬ 
generate the site by bringing 
homes and employment claimed 
the presence of the skip hire firm 


was standing in the way of its 
masterplan. The decision means 
the skip hire firm needs to find an 
alternative base. 

However, agents acting on the 
firm’s behalf said an appeal will 
be lodged and they will seek to 
take alternative action against the 
council. They believe the planning 
committee based its decision on 
the future restoration of the site 
but insist each application should 
be judged on its own merits. Roger 


Page, of planning agents Page 
Swinford, said: “We are clearly 
disappointed with the decision 
of the planning committee which 
paid little heed to the loss of em¬ 
ployment of 18 full-time workers. 
We will of course be appealing the 
decision to the secretary of state. 

“We are also not satisfied with 
the way in which the decision 
was made and have put Sandwell 
Council on notice of legal proceed¬ 
ings before the High Court.”

IT IS 25 years this week since former 
British hostage John McCarthy was freed 
from captivity in Beirut. November will 
mark the 25th anniversary since Terry 
Waite was freed. 

Waite, one might recall, was the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury’s special envoy 
who travelled to Beirut in an attempt to 
persuade terror group Islamic Jihad to 
free the hostages, including McCarthy, 
Second World War hero Jackie Mann, 
and Irish lecturer Brian Keenan. 

He went there on trust, believing that 
as a man of the church, rather than a pol¬ 
itician or diplomat, the terrorists would 
listen to him. 

He was wrong. Instead of honouring 
the trust placed in them, the men of Is¬ 
lamic Jihad concocted a story about the 
hostages being ill and needing to see 
him. They then kidnapped him and kept 
him in solitary confinement for the best 
part of five years. 

Since his release, Waite has worked 
tirelessly for several charities, and given 
up his time to help the families of other 
hostages. He was made a CBE for his 
efforts. 

Meanwhile, in David Cameron’s resig¬ 
nations honours list, Will Straw, the son of 
former home secretary Jack Straw is also 
recommended to become a CBE. 

His only notable contribution to date is 
organising the failed campaign for Britain 
to remain in the EU. 

David Cameron’s former press secre¬ 
tary Craig Oliver is to be given a knight¬ 
hood, while a couple of wealthy Tory Par¬ 
ty donors are also in line for life peerages. 

Is a political spin doctor really to be val¬ 
ued more highly than a man who know¬ 
ingly put his life on the line in the hope of 
helping others? 

Does spreading scare stories about 
leaving the EU really equate to a lifetime’s 
selfless charity work? 

Surely by now, Terry Waite has done 
enough to earn a knighthood. And I can’t 
help but think he would use a seat in the 
House of Lords to far greater impact than 
any political placeman.

Great War secrets 
given up by Chase 



Visitors to the Cannock Chase Commonwealth War Cemetery study the graves of soldiers killed in the First World War 


Volunteers have made it their 
mission to tell people of the 
soldiers who trained there, as 
Richard Guttridge explains 


WITH its sweeping hills, towering 
trees and flowing streams, Can¬ 
nock Chase is rightly regarded as 
one of the finest locations in the 
Midlands - but many might not 
know the important role it played 
during the First World War. 

Thousands of soldiers were stationed 
on the Chase during the Great War, 
which acted as a huge training base. 

A group of volunteers have made it their 
mission to tell this story. 

Thanks to a heritage lottery grant, the 
Cannock Chase Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty Partnership has been able to arrange 
bus tours, stopping along the route at points of 
historical interest.They were originally due to 
run two bus tours, but were forced to arrange 
an extra one due to demand. 

Isolation 

During the First World War, two training 
camps were set up on the Chase, at Brocton 
and Rugeley. It was seen as the ideal location 
due to its isolation, vastness and it was within 
relatively easy reach for most people. 

The tour takes in both the British and Ger¬ 
man war cemeteries, the two camps and the 
Great War Hut, where the men who trained 
on the Chase lived. 

Anne Walker, from the group, said: “We 
have been working with the Friends of Can¬ 
nock Chase and helping them to get the Herit¬ 
age Lottery funding. 

“A lot of people know the Chase and a lot of 
people know about the connections with the 
First World War but they don’t necessarily 
know how to pinpoint those areas. 

“We find it much better to give them guided 
tours rather than to say ‘off you go, go and find 
things’, because there are tripping hazards, 


lumps of coal and practice trenches. There are 
mini fissures all over the Chase.” 

Cannock Chase had actually been used for 
military training for more than 40 years prior 
to the outbreak of the war. Then in 1914, the 
camps were set up after the Earl of Lichfield, 
who owned the estate, agreed to loan the land 
to the War Office. 

But the number of men at the camps would 
soon be swelled thanks to Lord Kitchener’s fa¬ 
mous call to arms. 

Mrs Walker said: “At the beginning of the 
First World War the reservist force wasn’t 
very big. The German Army had much greater 
reserves. 


“Suddenly, after Kitchener’s ‘Your Country 
Needs You’ call, a million men signed up and 
there were no plans to train them. 

“Cannock Chase was important as it was 
central and had good rail and road links, even 
in those days.” 

Rugeley Camp was the first to be completed 
and Brocton camp soon followed, with each 
able to train 20,000. It’s thought around half 
a million passed through during the course of 
the conflict. 

Mrs Walker said: “There are stories about 
the camps. One person told us how their fa¬ 
ther, who was from Wolverhampton, lied 
about his age when he was 16 to get into 


Brocton Camp. He survived the war. A lot of 
people would lie about their age as they were 
excited about war and felt they wanted to do 
their duty.” 

As for the training itself, Mrs Walker said 
reports showed it was ‘second to none’. She 
said: “They learned from battles fought previ¬ 
ously and came back and put that knowledge 
into training. The first sniper school was on 
Cannock Chase.” 

Philip Howard, 72, from Burntwood, said: 
“I’m interested in both the First and Second 
World Wars and I thought it would be inter¬ 
esting to see. I’ve lived in the area for 40 years 
and have never seen anything like it.”

More coaches, not HS2 for capacity crisis 


MR Grayling defended the HS2 pro¬ 
ject as necessary to tackle the growing 
capacity problems on the existing rail 
network. 

The reason for capacity problems, 
maybe there’s not enough coaches, 
which means passengers are standing 
for most of the journey, this is a nation¬ 
wide problem. In the steam days ex¬ 
press trains from Euston to the north 
would have between 12 and 14 coaches 
on every train instead of six to eight on 
today’s trains. 

Passengers who didn’t want to go via 
Birmingham and Wolves could get on a 


train from Euston that would and still 
does branch off at Rugby and go over 
the Trent Valley line that came out at 
Stafford cutting a good deal of time off 
the journey for northern travellers. 
Also a double decker type coach could 
be an answer to capacity. 

The departure of David Cameron 
from Downing Street and the unpop¬ 
ularity of the HS2 project among some 
Conservative backbenchers led to sug¬ 
gestions that Theresa May could scrap 
it. But Mr Grayling’s comments sug¬ 
gest HS2, which will serve stations in 
Sheffield, Leeds, and perhaps a further 


parkway station on the M18, will con¬ 
tinue under Mrs May’s administration. 

Mr Grayling says: “And the thing 
that’s important for people to un¬ 
derstand is that HS2 is not simply a 
speed project, it’s a capacity project”. I 
think Mr Grayling should concentrate 
on Southern Rail which is in chaos at 
the moment. He says: “We have lines 
at the moment which have seen huge 
increases in the number of passengers, 
the amount of freight in recent years”. 
As I said more coaches.

RESIDENTS across Sandwell are being consulted on plans 
to crack down on anti-social behaviour. 

People can have their say, until September 9, about a move to bring 
in a Public Space Protection Order (PSPO) covering two areas of the 
borough, West Bromwich Central and Princes End, Tipton. 

This would ban groups of three or more from getting together and carrying 
out activities such as swearing, dropping litter, spitting, damaging things and 
threatening violence which annoy or frighten others. 

Those breaking the order could be 
handed a £100 fine - and, if they don’t 
pay the fine, they face being taken to 
court, where magistrates could fine 
them up to £1,000. 

PSPOs were brought in by the An¬ 
ti-Social Behaviour, Crime and Polic¬ 
ing Act of 2014 to give councils extra 
powers to tackle problems plaguing 
local communities. 

Power 

Councillor Preet Gill, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for public 
health and protection, said: “Anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour is continuing in these 
two parts of the borough. PSPOs are 
a relatively new power that gives us 
extra options.” 

Superintendent Richard Youds, 
Sandwell Police, said: “One of our 
local priorities here in Sandwell is to 
ensure that our communities are able 
to live, work and socialise in the bor¬ 
ough, free from anti-social behaviour. 

“Public Space Protection Orders 
assist us being able to continue to 
address any issues in the areas they 
cover.”

Medal for winning marathon trial race 


Decades on and medal is 
found in grandson's loft 


IT was won by a Black Coun¬ 
try runner more than 110 
years ago in one of the first 
organised marathons in Eng¬ 
land. 

But Jack Price’s winning Cov¬ 
entry to West Bromwich trial 
marathon medal lay undiscovered 
for decades - a great shame for 
Halesowen Athletics Club, which 
he helped set up. 

Professional 

But that disappointment has 
turned to delight for athletics fans 
after the medal was discovered by 
his grandson Micky Whitehouse 
as he searched for wedding photo¬ 
graphs in his loft of his Halesowen 
home. 

“I couldn’t believe it when I came 
across the medal,” said Mr White- 
house. “I picked it up, read the inscrip¬ 
tion and thought ‘I’ve found it’. 

“It is a real treasure which will be

now kept in the family, passed down 
to the next generation.” 

The inscription reads ‘Presented 
to J Price, Small Heath Harriers, by 
Mr HA Butler for winning marathon 
trial race, May 9 1908. Distance 25 1/2 
miles. Time 2hrs 37min 13sec.” 

The race, thought to be one of the 
first of its kind, sealed Price’s position 
in the 1908 Olympic Games in London. 
He was one of Britain’s 12 representa¬ 
tives for the marathon. 

Unfortunately, he pulled out after 
15 miles. 

He turned professional but then 
served in the First World War in the 
Royal Garrison Artillery, fighting at 
The Battle of the Somme. 

In the 1920s, he started a club that 
was a sub-section of Birchfield Harri¬ 
ers for 20 years before it became the 
Halesowen Athletics & Cycling Club. 

His links with it continued until 


his death in 1965 and club members 
turned up in their droves at the plaque 
unveiling. 

Earlier this year a plaque was un¬ 
veiled for Price, who was born in 
Shropshire but moved to Halesowen 
aged 17, in his home town’s Somers 
Square. 

And a drive at Halesowen Athletics 
Club’s Manor Abbey Stadium has been 
named after him. 

Mr Whitehouse said: “I have been 
calling for 25 years to get the plaque. 
He deserved it. 

Proud 

“He was an amazing person and 
someone I am proud to say was part 
of my family.” 

Also found by Mr Whitehouse, of 
Barn Close, was a medal for an inter¬ 
national cross country championship 
in 1906. 

Mr Whitehouse said: “He was a re¬ 
markable man.” 

Halesowen Athletics & Cycling Club 
now plan to make a copy of the mara¬ 
thon medal and put it on display.

Councillor Pete Allen, who repre¬ 
sents the Great Bridge ward, said that 
after two bids had fallen through he 
was happy to see it sold at last. 

He explained: “It has taken a while 
because two companies put bids in 
that were below expectation. But fol¬ 
lowing a satisfactory follow-up offer it 
is now at the contract stage. 

“At the minute no further infor¬ 
mation has been disclosed about the 
buyer, price or what could be built 
there subject to planning. 

Happy 

“Even though a residential develop¬ 
ment would be preferred on the site we 
are open to all offers including even a 
mix of retail and homes. I am just re¬ 
ally happy to see the sold signs go up 
at last and hopefully see a good use 
come to it.” 

A development statement by 
Sandwell Council, which says the 
site could accommodate 14 dwellings 
fronting Great Bridge, was prepared 
in May. 

The car park shut to the public in 

2008, with plans to build apartments 
and a new £5 million health centre 
proposed within the last decade both 
falling through. 

Speaking about the previous plans, 
Councillor Allen continued: “We were 
moments away from something being 
accepted with the health centre and 


everything was in place so it was re¬ 
ally sad at the time. But this is a prime 
site, even a mixture of a retail and res¬ 
idential development would be great.” 

A neighbouring footbridge to the 
site, which leads to the Asda super¬ 
store, Poundland and McDonalds, is 
protected for 99 years under a repair¬ 


ing and insuring lease put in place in 
1997. In recent years the site has been 
hit by a spate of vandalism and travel¬ 
lers setting up camp there.

Midge was attacked by an 
Akita-type dog at the end of May. 

The 40-year-old was with his wife 
Joanne, 46, and her little dog at 
around 6.30pm. “This large dog went 
for my wife’s little dog and Midge got 
in between, and then started at Midge. 
Then it went for me and bit my right 
forearm,” he said. 

He was taken to City Hospital. Al¬ 
though his injury has now healed he is 
still feeling the psychological impact, 
and like Mr Lane now avoids that area 
of the woods. 

Andrea Jones of the Guide Dogs Or¬ 
ganisation said: “Since 2010, the num¬ 
ber of reported dog attacks on guide 
dogs has increased from three to 11 
per month nationally.”

Cabinet agrees 
to no waiting 
restrictions 

COUNCIL chiefs have approved 
plans to introduce no waiting restric¬ 
tions on a busy road by Sandwell Val¬ 
ley Country Park. 

The new traffic regulation order 
for Salters Lane was rubber-stamped 
by cabinet member Councillor David 
Hosell. It means motorists will not 
be able to park on the road, in West 
Bromwich, on Saturdays, Sundays 
and Bank Holidays between 10am 
and 6pm. 

Council officers argued the scheme 
would prevent ‘obstructive parking 
and improve traffic flow’ after ‘park¬ 
ing problems were brought to the 
council’s attention’.

He said: “It is a 
Green Flag park so at weekends and 
other times it gets extremely busy on 
that road. 

“It can be quite dangerous if you’re 
turning either left or right and if 
there are parked vehicles the chance 
of accidents increases.We want it to be 
as safe as possible and for people to 
have clear access. The safety of people 
is our priority.” 

Flats scheme at site 
of former toilet block 

A RUN-down toilet block in Wednes- 
bury could be knocked down to make 
way for flats. The public toilets were 
closed several years ago to try to pre¬ 
vent drug use. 

Under the plans submitted to 
Sandwell Council by Rai Jagota, the 
block would be demolished and three 
two-bedroom apartments built in its 
place. Planners say the new develop¬ 
ment would be in keeping with the 
surrounding area.

FOR 71-year-old black belt Richard 
Russell, age is just a number.

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“Tribute paid to 
mother after 
inquest held 

THE daughter of a woman who police 
believe was killed by a man, before he 
jumped to his death, has paid tribute 
to her. Human remains believed to 
be those of 46-year-old Gina Lander, 
from Walsall, were found in a drain at 
her home. 

She had been reported missing on 
March 16 by partner David Stokes, 
39. He then jumped to his death off 
a motorway bridge between Junction 
9 and 10 of the M6, near Walsall, on 
April 21.

Following this, Ms Lander’s daugh¬ 
ter Shireen Harper paid tribute to her 
mother on Facebook. 

She said: “I appreciate everyone’s 
support over the past few months, 
and the respect for my privacy. While 
this makes mum’s passing very real, 
it’s a relief that this has finally been 
ruled on. 

“It has been an incredibly long and 
hard five months. I miss my wonder¬ 
ful mother every day and I know she 
too is relieved that this has finally 
been closed.”

Fellow Labour councillor for the 
Hateley Heath ward, Councillor Pa¬ 
tricia Davies, added: “It is the most 
wonderful news for the area. I think 
it is amazing news that it could create 
almost 200 jobs.”

Don’t doll 
up dolls to 
appeal to 
collectors 

ANTIQUES AND 
COLLECTIBLES Tfi

WE quite often see some quality vintage 
dolls brought in for valuation and people 
are usually pleasantly surprised at the 
sale estimate. 

Vintage dolls in good condition are always popular 
with the collectors, especially those manufactured be¬ 
fore the First World War. 

As with all antiques, 
condition is all-important 
and don’t be tempted to 
wash the dolls’ original 
clothes or ‘restore’ them 
in any way as this will be 
detrimental to their value 
- they may look nicer and 
be more pleasant to handle 
but they are best left in 
their original state. 

Wax dolls are very col¬ 
lectable, as are bisque head 
dolls which were produced 
from the 1850s onwards - 
and there are some famous 
maker names to look out 
for such as Steiner and Ar- 
mand Marseille. 

Porcelain head dolls also 
prove popular at auction, as do ‘character dolls’, a num¬ 
ber of these will feature maker marks and numbers. 

It’s important to remember that there are a num¬ 
ber of reproduction dolls around which look very like 
the real McCoy, they will still sell but obviously at a 
reduced rate. 

Doll makers abounded throughout the world by the 
start of the 20th century and serious collectors are in¬ 
terested in particular makers only, again an expert will 
advise you as the worth of your dolls. 

Most collectable vintage dolls will have that maker’s 
mark on their bodies, usually on the back of their necks 
or between their shoulders - and this may lead to con¬ 
fusion in some cases, an 
antique head may have 
been attached to a not- 
so-antique body! 

Other famous maker 
names to look out for 
include Bru, Schmitt, 
Jumeau, Kewpie and 
Steiff (the latter was 
famous for making toy 
bears but also produced 
some dolls. 

Materials used vary 
dramatically, from bisque 
and china to had plastic 
and vinyl and hair may 
be made of mohair, wool 
and (this is a bit grisly!) 
human hair, although synthetic hair was used for the 
more contemporary dolls. 

Although many doll collectors will be primarily inter¬ 
ested in the older dolls, some will collect only the more 
modern ones such as Barbie, Sindy and Action Man. 

Barbie made her public debut in 1959, closely fol¬ 
lowed by Sindy in 1963 and Action Man has been 
around since 1966. 

All of them were re-invented many times over the 
years but the older ones will sell well at auction. 

A 1960s Barbie could make £50 or more, a Sindy 
from the same era may sell for around the same figure 
and Action Man seems to go for slightly less. 

As with all modern toys, vintage dolls will always 
sell for more if they come complete with their original 
packaging. 

The really old dolls can sell for much more, it all de¬ 
pends on who is in the saleroom on the day.

New clothes? Don’t forget to read small print 



Do you read the care labels? 


DO you ever really read the labels in your 
garments? Here is a public service announce¬ 
ment! 

Labels give us the information we need to 
care for our clothing, therefore extending the 
life of the product, keeping it in good condi¬ 
tion and avoiding damage from dyes running 
and shrinkage. 

They can also advise of fibre content, coun¬ 
try of origin (this is not compulsory in the 
UK) and any safety advice we should be aware 
of such as flammability. 

Clothing companies are by law, not allowed 
to mislead you about size, what the item is 
made of and how, where or when it was made, 
the information must be accurate. 

There is an organisation that owns the ac¬ 
cess to the garment care symbols used on care 
labels. 

This is so garment manufacturers use the 
same symbols and we understand what they 
mean. There are many symbols and it is a 
good idea to familiarise yourself with them. 

The garments have usually been wash 
tested before they are sold to ensure the in¬ 
formation is correct. If you have spent a lot 
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of money on an item you want to ensure you 
can wear it again. There are five main sym¬ 
bols with many variations for each, washing, 
bleaching, ironing, dry cleaning and tumble 
drying, there is also symbols for other care 
information. 

Fibre content is always shown in percent¬ 
ages. There could be many mixtures of man¬ 
made and natural fibres in a garment but 
trimmings and linings do not have to be in¬ 
cluded in the fibre content labelling. Fibres 
of less than 5 per cent do not need to be men¬ 
tioned and can be detailed as ‘other fibres’. 
Where wool is included it is subject to ‘The 
Wool Act’ and must be mentioned even if it is 
a very small amount or is recycled. 

Sizing in clothing today is a little less spe¬ 
cific, although we cannot be misled, what a 
retailer tells us and how we understand it 


could be very different. We cannot be certain 
about the measurements of sizes in our high 
street retailers and we are advised to check 
on their websites to be sure of the actual fit. 
Every retailer seems to have a different siz¬ 
ing chart and various countries have different 
size numbers, a US size 8 is equivalent to UK 

- 10, French - 38, Italian - 42 or Japanese 

- 11. No wonder our wardrobes contain vari¬ 
ous sizes and we worry about a sudden weight 
loss or gain!!! 

Garments worn as nightwear are subject to 
strict regulations, children’s garments specif¬ 
ically need to meet certain flammability re¬ 
quirements including toxicology assessment 
of flame retardant finishes and must meet 
British Standard specifications. 

Mostly we are more aware of the back neck 
label and swing ticket advertising the brand, 
designer name or company promotion but it 
is time to read the small print and understand 
the significant and important detail.

Call for public’s views 
over metro mayor move 


SANDWELL residents have been 
urged to have their say about the 
new Mayor of the West Midlands. 

The West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority (WMCA) wants to know what 
residents, businesses and community 
groups think the responsibilities of a 
new mayor should include. 

After striking a devolution deal 
with the Government, the WMCA 
approved plans for the region’s first 
ever elected mayor earlier this year. 

The devolution agreement will see 
£36.5million a year of new invest¬ 
ment over the next 30 years devolved 
from Whitehall to the West Midlands. 

The Mayor, who will be elected 
in May 2017, will work with council 
leaders across the region on issues 
including transport, highways and 
infrastructure projects. 


Councillor Steve Eling, leader of 
Sandwell Council said: “It’s good 
news that we are pursuing a devo¬ 
lution deal, working together across 
West Midlands to bring economic 
benefit to us all. 

“To do that, the Government re¬ 
quires the area to have an elected 
metro mayor and all of this is part of 
the consultation. 

“I encourage people to get involved 
in the consultation and have their 
say.” 

Sandwell will work closely with the 
Mayor and the other six constituent 
members in the WMCA and with 
local enterprise partnerships across 
the region. The consultation runs 
until August 21 and people can have

Ratings for 
hygiene at 
food outlets 
are revealed 


MORE than 150 food premises in Sandwell 
have been told to improve by environmental 
health inspectors while four have been given 
rock bottom hygiene ratings. 

Four businesses received the lowest scores of 
‘zero’ in the national Food Hygiene Rating Scheme 
and 80 received a score of one which required ‘major 
improvement’. 


The businesses rated as 
zero were: Desi Pizza, lo¬ 
cated on Cape Hill, Smeth¬ 
wick; Medina Food Stores, 
on Birmingham Road, Old¬ 
bury; Pak Supermarket 
(Cape Hill) Ltd in Cape Hill 
Retail Centre, Cape Hill; 
and Station Shop at Crad- 
ley Heath Train Station, on 
Forge Lane. 

Inspectors look at how 
hygienically the food is han¬ 
dled and how it is prepared, 
cooked, reheated, cooled and 
stored. They also look at the 
condition of buildings and 
how the business manages 
what it does to make sure 
food is safe. 

Infestations 

The hygiene standards 
were then rated on a scale 
- ‘0’means urgent improve¬ 
ment is required, up to ‘5’ , 
meaning hygiene standards 
are very good. 

Pak Supermarket owner, 
Khadam Mohammed, said: 
“I am one of the largest 
rates payer on the road. 
I am paying the council 
£100,000 a year for two 
premises. Rubbish has been 
dumped at the back of my 
business which has caused a 
rat infestation and that has 
led to the rating. I phoned 
up the council about it and 
they did nothing. I have 
never received a rating of 
zero before.” 

Station Shop was last in-

spected in April 2015, but 
it has since been taken over 
by new owners. Owner of 
Station Shop, Muhemmad 
Azeen, said: “Nobody has 
come to inspect the shop 
since I have been here. The 
old owners used to cook at 
the shop but we don’t cook 
anything. 

“It (the zero rating) would 
have been for the previous 
owners. I took over in Octo¬ 
ber last year.” 

However health bosses 
praised the majority of food 
premises in the borough - 
with more than 830 getting 
the top ‘very good’ rating. 

In total nine per cent of 
the total 1,879 businesses 
required improvement and 
42 per cent, 834 premises, 
achieved the top rung for 
hygiene. 

Councillor Preet Gill, 
cabinet member for public 
health and protection, said: 
“It is very reassuring to the 
people of Sandwell that so 
many of our food establish¬ 
ments have been given high 
ratings.” 

A further 398 food prem¬ 
ises in Sandwell were rated 
as ‘good, whilst 482 were 
rated as ‘satisfactory’ and 
83 received a score of two 
where ‘improvement was 
necessary’. The inspections 
were carried out in the last 
two years. 


Travellers move in 


TRAVELLERS have set up camp on a field in Halesowen 
owned by a school trust. The group of around 40 caravans 
and cars moved on to the field off Whittingham Road last 
Monday at around 7.30pm. 

A mother-of-one who lives close to the site and asked not 
to be named, said: “They don’t seem to be causing any trou¬ 
ble at the moment, but my fear is the state they will leave 
the field in when they go.” 

The land is owned by the Earls School Trust, and fencing 
which had been around the edge has now been taken down 
by the travellers who continued to arrive in vehicles last 
Tuesday. 

West Midlands Police say that they are aware of the trav¬ 
ellers’ presence, but that the matter is being handled by 
Dudley Council. Travellers also left a field by Harvest Road 
in Rowley Regis on Monday after occupying the site for 
around two weeks.

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Delay sees 
pupils set 
for offices 

DOZENS of pupils will 
have to be taught in coun¬ 
cil offices for up to a year 
due to a delay in building 
work at their new school. 

Sacred Heart Primary in 
Tipton plans to move to a 
new site in May but in the 
meantime 60 youngsters 
will be schooled in a tem¬ 
porary base. 

Delays to its new base 
off Dudley Road East mean 
pupils will be housed in the 
Grade II listed Carnegie 
Building from September 
1 until next year. Propos¬ 
als for a change of office 
use have been submitted 
to planners at Sandwell 
Council. The school’s cur¬ 
rent site, on Victoria Road, 
cannot support the number 
of new pupils it has taken 
on which is why it requires 
additional teaching space 
at Carnegie Building. 

Expand 

It is now taking on an 
extra 60 pupils each Sep¬ 
tember in reception classes, 
and will aim to move to its 
new premises by next May, 
expanding to 420 places in 
total. 

While the move to ex¬ 
pand school places has 
been welcomed, concerns 
have been raised about po¬ 
tential parking issues. Tip- 
ton Green ward Councillor 
Ian Jones said: “Residents 
in Mayfair Gardens are 
already complaining about 
traffic and that there has 
been no parking. 

“The parking situation 
will get worse with the new 
school being built. We will 
need to address the con¬ 
cerns of residents. The new 
school will make the situa¬ 
tion worse.” 


FOCUS ON TIPTON AREA 


Town manufacturing skills 
hub work is forging ahead 


WORK is about to begin on part of a new 
jobs-boosting manufacturing skills centre in 
Tipton. 

Project bosses gathered for the start of demolition 
work at the Dudley Port site where a hub teaching 
foundry and pattern-making skills is due to be built. 

The enterprise will be an arm of a new £12 million Elite 
Centre for Manufacturing Skills (ECMS) in Wolverhamp¬ 


ton, with training hubs also 
in West Bromwich and Dud¬ 
ley. 

Students in Tipton will 
have access to the industrial 
facilities at the Thomas 
Dudley foundry on the same 
site. 

The aim of the training 
centres, made possible by 
£8m investment from the 
Black Country Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership, is to 
improve productivity and 
growth in the high-value 
manufacturing sector.

Untaxed 

vehicles 

removed 

ALMOST 200 untaxed ve¬ 
hicles have been removed 
within the last year in the 
latest Sandwell Council 
crackdown on nuisance 
cars. 

From May 20, 2015 to 
June 30 this year, the 
council, together with the 
DVLA, removed 181 cars 
following complaints from 
residents, businesses and 
other partners. 

Any vehicle without tax 
for more than two months 
and one day or in breach 
of a SORN (Statutory Off 
Road Notification) can be 
instantly removed from 
the road. 

A total of 33 cars were 
seized in Oldbury, 15 
in Rowley Regis, 62 in 
Smethwick, 20 in Tipton, 
24 in Wednesbury and 26 
in West Bromwich. 

Councillor David Hosell, 
cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and environment, 
said: “Sometimes these 
vehicles are inconsider¬ 
ately parked, in danger¬ 
ous condition or stolen. In 
addition parking on the 
highway is in high demand 
across Sandwell and when 
residents do not keep their 
vehicles in tax this can 
become very frustrating. 
I am delighted that we 
are taking action on these 
nuisance vehicles and will 
continue to do so.” 

In June 2015 Sandwell’s 
community warden service 
acquired powers to deal 
with untaxed vehicles. 

Prior to getting powers 
to lift untaxed vehicles, 
wardens only had powers 
to deal with abandoned ve¬ 
hicles.

When the mosaic was unveiled in 1997, 

A VANDAL-STRICKEN landmark in 
Tipton has been put up for sale for 
more than half a million pounds. 

The Roman Mosaic site, situated on 
Bloomfield Road, has been targeted by 
arsonists in recent years. It has now 
been put on the market for around 
£575,000 by Dudley-based chartered 
surveyors Sellers. 

The factory, which is recognised by 
its notable chimney also has an unique 
tile mosaic of a Black Country canal 
scene on the corner of the premises.

“It has been left derelict for some 
years now. It is in a prime location so 
we are all really pleased that some¬ 
thing will be done with it now.” 

Sellers says that the site has ‘a 
range of industrial buildings which 
have been subject to vandalism/arson 
damage’.

Roman Mosaic moved to the Bloom¬ 
field Road site in the mid 1980s. They 
had been based in Burnt Tree island, 
Dudley, previously. 

In 1997 former West Bromwich MP 
and House of Commons speaker, Bar¬ 
oness Betty Boothroyd, unveiled the 
canal mosaic artwork tile along with 
the factory bosses. 

Keith Hodgkins, chair of Tipton 
Civic Society, said: “It has looked 
a mess for some time now so to see 
something done with the site would 
be good. 

“All we would ask is that the mosaic 
scene is kept intact.”

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D-Day veteran is given top 
military honour aged 100 


A 100-year-old war veteran 
has received France’s highest 
military award for bravery 72 
years after playing a vital role 
in the Normandy landings. 

Albert Broadbent, who was a 
lance corporal with the Royal Engi¬ 
neers, spent D-Day ferrying ammu¬ 
nition and food supplies between 
the Isle of Wight and the landing 
beaches. 

Now his family, with the help of the 
Walsall branch of the Royal Engineers 
Association, has secured him the Legion 
D’Honneur. It was made available to 
British veterans who served in France 
between 1944 and 1945 for the first time 
in 2014. 

Last Saturday, five months after 
marking his centenary, Albert was for¬ 
mally presented with his medal as part 
of celebrations marking the 300th anni¬ 
versary of the Corps of Royal Engineers, 
in Oldbury. 

Overwhelmed 

Jenny Broadbent, Albert’s daughter 
in-law, said: “We are very proud today 
and so is Albert. 

“He is feeling a little overwhelmed but 
it is nothing more than he deserves,” she 
added. 

Albert, who spent much of his life in 
West Bromwich but who now lives in 
Dudley, joined the Royal Engineers at 
the outbreak of war, aged 23. 

His family believe he was in position 
on the beach for as many as four weeks 
prior to D-Day, after which he was trans¬ 
ferred to a reconnaissance squadron. 

He progressed through France, Bel¬ 
gium, Holland and into Germany, and 
was part of a group responsible for re¬ 
pairing damaged bridges, as well as 
sending information back down the line.

Wrangle over 
council road 
name policy 

A LONG-standing councillor has hit 
out at ‘absurd’ rules which mean a 
road in Walsall cannot be named after 
a former colleague. 

Bill Madeley, a former mayor who 
had freedom of the borough and 
served on the council for more than 
40 years, died aged 82 after a battle 
with liver cancer. 

Residents in Darlaston had wanted 
a road named after him. But their re¬ 
quest was rejected due to a long-stand¬ 
ing policy which means roads in 
Walsall cannot be named after people. 

Councillor Doug James said: “A lot 
of people had asked me how we could 
remember Bill and one of the sugges¬ 
tions put forward was to name a new 
road after him. 

“The development of the old Servis 
site immediately sprang to mind. I 
asked the council if this was possible 
but was told no because of a policy. 

“I find the absurd bureaucracy 
of Walsall Council beyond belief at 
times. 

“If anyone deserves recognition in 
our town we should be making an 
exception to rigid rules for former 
Mayor, Freeman of Walsall and local 
councillor William Stanley Madeley.” 

Simon Neilson, the council’s exec¬ 
utive director for economy and envi¬ 
ronment, said: “The current council 
procedure on street naming reflects 
the resolution adopted in July 1986.”

| Dirty Dancing - The Classic Story On 
Stage will head to Wolverhampton’s Grand 
Theatre in November. 

Since its Australian debut in 2004, it 
has become a worldwide phenomenon 
with productions staged in New Zealand, 
Germany, the Netherlands, Sweden, 

South Africa, Hong Kong, Singapore and 
throughout Europe, consistently breaking 
box office records. 

Now a new production is making its way 
to the UK with performances at Wolver¬ 
hampton Grand Theatre from Monday, No¬ 
vember 28 to Saturday, December 3, 2016. 

We caught up with five cast members to 
find out about the blockbuster show. 

Lewis Griffiths (Johnny Castle), Katie 
Hartland (Baby), Carlie Milner (Penny), 
Federico Bellone (director) and Gillian 
Bruce (choreographer) talked us through 
the show. 

How do you go about turning Dirty 
Dancing into a stage version? 

Gillian Bruce: There is a huge pressure! 
Everybody knows Dirty Dancing and what 
I’ve had to do is look at the ingredients of 
the movie and adapt it, in terms of styling, 
so that it works for the stage. Personally, I 
was very careful when it came to picking 
the cast. The look had to be right and 
the sexiness had to be right. I’ve actually 


pushed this to be a little more ‘dirty’ than 
I think previous versions have been. I’ve 
taken that step further, without becoming 
vulgar! Choreographing the show is very 
difficult because it’s all couple-work. At 
times the audience could find it difficult to 
know where to look as there’s so much 
going on! I’ve tried hard to bring focus to 
the numbers and make the routines so that 
the audience can enjoy the entire thing 
and not be forced into having to pick what 
to look at. 


This is an entirely new production - a 
different design with new direction and 
choreography. How does it differ to 
previous stage versions? 

Federico Bellone: We have a brand 
new set. We took a photo of the resort that 
was used in the movie and theatricalised it. 
The new design makes the show easier to 
fit into a variety of different theatres around 
the country and it will look great on any 
stage, big or small, it will work! I think it’s 
better than ever before - we have three 
revolves on stage, spinning platforms, it 
will be quite spectacular. The design is 
much more intricate than before too. In 
terms of direction, we’ve picked up the 
pace. We don’t rush through the show but 
it’s very slick.

What has been the most exciting part 
of rehearsing Dirty Dancing?

It’s 
inspiring to work with such a great team 
because I don’t feel that I have half the 
dance experience that some of the cast 
have. Working alongside them has been 
great for me, developing technique with all 
the different dance styles in the show. 

Lewis Griffiths: For me, the casting pro¬ 
cess was quite unbelievable - to think that I 
got through the rounds and landed the role 
of Johnny I felt like I was at the bottom 
of a very large moun¬ 
tain with an incredibly 
tough climb ahead of 
me. Already, with the 
support of a great cast 
and creative team I’m 
halfway up there and 
when we all get to the 
top we’re going to have 
one hell of a show!

Your body gets used to the show, I 
guess it’s the same as running three miles 
a day - eventually your body will just get 
used it. It’s then up to the individual per¬ 
former to find their own exercise routines 
to maintain the energy needed to get you 
through the show. Cooling down properly 
is also really important! 

What are the most 
hallenging parts of the 
how?

“So the management lined up the shows for November 
and we announced them straight away. You know, I have a 
21-year-old and a 13-year-old so most of the time I’m home 
alone. They have a better social life than me.” 

Gabrielle’s tour will be stripped back, up close and per¬ 
sonal. Fans have already taken to Twitter to tell her what 
to play. “The audience on Twitter have been making sugges¬ 
tions of songs they’d like me to sing. It’ll be a bit scary when 
I make that final decision.” 

Gabrielle’s career got off to an incredible start in 1993 
when she broke the record for the highest chart debut by a fe¬ 
male with the single Dreams. It went in at two, before rising 
to number one. She quickly became Britain’s most successful 
soul singer with subsequent hits Give Me A Little More Time, 
If You Ever, When A Woman, Sunshine and Out Of Reach, 
which she wrote for the film Bridget Jones’ Diary.

Famous faces put their 
knowledge to the test 


n 2004, Channel 4 brought together 
a number of British celebs for the 
first ever Big Fat Quiz. The show 
featured comic Jimmy Carr as host 
and three teams made of two 
panelists each. 

Carr asked the teams questions 
pertaining to events that had 
happened that past year. 

The show was a massive success, 
which ensured that it would soon be a 
yearly thing. 

Over the years, though, the 
programme has reached levels of both 
legend and infamy. 

In 2006, during his heyday as the 
enfant terrible of British comedy, 
Russell Brand teamed up with The 
Mighty Boosh’s Noel Fielding. 

The two oddballs called themselves 
The Goth Detectives and began the 
tradition of purposely writing surreal 
and ridiculous answers in an effort to 
amuse the audience as opposed to 
trying to win the game. 

This even led to the pair eventually 
performing a Goth Detectives-themed 
show for the Teenage Cancer Trust 
event at the Royal Albert Hall in 2007. 


This tongue-in-cheek spirit has 
continued throughout the years and 
not only led to funny moments, but 
also a bit of controversy. 

Back in 2012, James Corden made 
headlines when he and his League of 
Their Own pal Jack Whitehall got 
slightly inebriated on the programme, 
and even had pizza delivered, 
washing it down it with red wine. 

At one point, it seemed the two 
drunk comics were hellbent on 
making the most randy and puerile 
jokes imaginable. 

In addition to the annual year-end 
shows, Channel Four has also 
produced some specials. 

Timed to coincide with the run-up to 
the broadcaster’s 30th-birthday 
celebrations in 2012, three episodes 
were broadcast, each focusing on an 
entire decade: the 1980s, 1990s and 
2000s. 

In the past few years, the show 
seems to have calmed down 
somewhat, which might explain why 
they brought on a rampaging dinosaur 
and let The Great British Baking 
Show co-host Mel Giedroyc spark a 


food fight during last year’s The Big 
Fat Quiz of Everything. 

Still, the show is a winner and for an 
hour and a half provides us viewers 
with a large slice of escapism and 
madness. 

The fact that it probably takes two to 
three times as long to shoot and the 
comics go stir-crazy after being held 
for hours in the same studio perhaps 
contributes to this. 

This evening, in the first of three 
editions, Carr once again is the host in 
charge of three teams who answer 
questions about everything from the 
last 100,000 years of human history. 

Although to keep things slightly 
more manageable, the quiz is split 
into categories such as art, literature, 
television, music, geography, politics, 
science and celebrity. 

Tonight’s teams time are Jonathan 
Ross and Mel Giedroyc, Kristen 
Schaal and David Mitchell, and Bob 
Mortimer and Claudia Winkleman. 

Viewers can also expect a few 
special guests, including Jon Snow 
and Joey Essex as well as some other 
unexpected visitors.

Torrential rain had left the roads awash 
with floods and heavy traffic, and Elton 
John fans on the road to a concert led to 
further delays. That washed out the first 
day of our weekend, but we more than 
made up for it with summer weather the 
next day. 

Our destination was Skegness Water 
Leisure Park, apt given the conditions we 
drove there in. That’s the Leisure Park at 
Skegness Water, by the way, for those ex¬ 
pecting a host of pool-based activities. 

There is a well-stocked lake for the keen 
anglers though - together with a tackle 
shop. With Skegness Airfield running 
alongside the site, helicopter rides are avail¬ 
able at certain times, while rail enthusiasts 
can take a ride on the Lincolnshire Coast 
Light Railway. 


Skegness Water Leisure Park welcomes 
guests with caravans and tourers. Camping 
pods are accommodating, though, and very 
popular, sleeping either four or six, and 
coming with an outside wooded decking 
area, picnic bench and barbecue stand. 

Seafood 

Each pod is a fully insulated wooden 
structure with solid roof and lockable dou¬ 
ble-glazed French doors and windows. Elec¬ 
tricity and heating is provided, while dogs 
are welcome in the four-berth pods. 

As the site is family-orientated, large par¬ 
ties of three or more couples, mixed groups 
or single sex groups of three or more will 
not be accepted. 

We stayed in one of the three holiday 
bungalows, which can sleep up to five peo¬ 
ple. These are let on a weekly basis from 
Saturday to Saturday during the main sea¬ 


son, but short breaks are available out of 
season. Prices range from £335 to £550. 

We ventured into town to enjoy the sun 
on our first day. And it wasn’t bracing at all 
as we took in the beach, had a pub meal and 
tried out one of Skegness’s myriad of crazy 
golf courses. 

But there’s more to the town than just 
hitting a ball into a little hole with an ob¬ 
stacle in the way. More to my taste were the 
little huts selling seafood. 

Back on-site there’s a family pub, the 
Barn Inn, providing live entertainment, 
free wi-fi and sports channels, though I 
have recommended switching off from all 
that. Plus, there is a general store, play 
area, amusement centre and salon.

Vauxhall’s Insignia is a big family car which 
is aimed firmly at the business market, where 
low running costs (and in particular tax bills) 
are critical. 

Competition is fierce, with big name rivals such as the 
Mazda6, VW Passat and, of course, the big-selling Ford 
Mondeo to contend with. That rivalry has been the key to 
driving up standards, as well as paring costs, as business 
drivers often have to spend many hours each working day 
behind the wheel and take the family out at weekends. 

The Insignia has been around for a while, but has been 
tweaked here and there with particular attention to what’s 
under the bonnet, with a new range of highly efficient en¬ 
gines. The test car was the (wait for it) 1,6CDTi ecoFLEX S/S 
in Tech Line trim: a bit of a mouthful but popular in company 
car parks aross the country. And I can see why. 

The Insignia has good looks on its side because of its 
sleek, sporty profile which means it could pass itself off as a 
big coupe - except that it has five doors, and room for five 
adults and lots of luggage inside. 

Even if you’re not excited by all things oily and mechani¬ 
cal, you appreciate the brilliance of the relatively small (for a 
car of this size) 1,598cc turbo diesel engine simply because 
of the way it impacts on so many aspects of the car. 

It is the latest example of what Vauxhall terms its whisper 
diesel and is aptly named. 

You might not be able to hear the clock ticking (it’s digital) 
or a pin drop (because of the thick carpets) but it’s virtual¬ 
ly silent while cruising the motorway at 70mph, helping the 
Insignia reach levels of refinement and relaxation that were 
once the preserve of the rich man’s luxury motor. 

Its 0 to 62mph time of 10.9 seconds is moderately quick, 
but with the turbo diesel’s 320Nm of torque available from 
2,000rpm the sprint figure isn’t representative of the Insig¬ 
nia’s in-gear performance - for example decisive overtaking. 

Impressed 

Neither is it underpowered even for such a big car, as its 
official fuel economy figure is 74.3mpg. That’s a laboratory 
test, of course, which you’re unlikely to achieve in the real 
world but I was impressed by my average of a little over 
54mpg. That included around town driving and a trip along 
Welsh mountains roads with plenty of throttle adjustments 
and gear changes: on an A-road and motorway cruise I’m 
confident 60-plus is perfectly possible. 

The official figures though mean that its C02 emissions 
rating is 99g/km - meaning no road tax and low bene¬ 
fit-in-kind tax for the company car driver. An insurance rating 
of Group 17E shouldn’t break the bank, either. 

While running costs are frugal, don’t be left with the im¬ 
pression this is a cheap car. The Tech Line cabin is spa¬ 
cious, with high grade materials and big, comfortable seats. 

The ride is also a good compromise between dynamics 
and comfort, so even on poorer surfaces it damps the ef¬ 
fects of all but the worst potholes. Yet, with the addition of 
nicely weighted steering, it’s a car you can swing through 
the corners with confidence. . 

It’s well put together as a car for going the distance. My 
test drive took in some 200 miles of pretty testing roads 
which were completed without the driver feeling stiff, tired 
and grumpy - ideal for today’s businessman travelling to an 
important meeting. The driver gets an electric lumbar sup¬ 
port adjuster, which helps keep you comfortable on a long 
drive and there’s an efficient climate control system. 

As you’d expect, the driver’s comprehensive instrument 
display is complemented by a central touch screen control¬ 
ler for the audio, satnav and connectivity systems. It also 
has a programme for adjusting various car settings, elimi¬ 
nating a potential clutter of switches on the fascia, 

Standard equipment includes cruise control, electric win¬ 
dows and door mirrrors, automatic headlamps and wipers, 
electronic stability control and six airbags. 

An option fitted to the vehicle was Vauxhall’s new and 
impressive Onstar system at £395. Its just three buttons in 
the roof panel, but using GPSand a telematics system it’s a 
major step forward. You can, for example, speak to a real 
human operator in Onstar’s Luton FIQ who can give your car 
a remote control once-over to see, for example, if your tyres 
are correctly inflated. Or give them a destination and a route 
will be downloaded into the car’s navigation system. 

But probably the most convincing reason for having the 
option fitted is the red SOS button which can put you in 
touch with the operator (who will know your location) and 
alert the emergency services. If the car is stolen, Onstar can 
remotely disable it and report its location to the police. 

The Insignia is competivity priced, particularly for a car 
offering premium car refinement. Low running costs and fu¬ 
turistic technology to a section of the market where drivers 
rely on their vehicles to cover high mileages. 

It will carry up to 530 litres of cargo (almost 1,500 litres 
with the rear seats folded down), adding practicality to its 
stylish yet frugal character.

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Heritage and nostalgia

As Europe’s oldest motorcycle 
manufacturer - continuously pro¬ 
ducing bikes since 1921 - you’d 
expect heritage and nostalgia to 
be high on their agenda. 

That’s certainly true of its two latest 
models in terms of styling, which to 
some extent conceals the fact that both 
are brand new, up-to-date machines 
sharing the same new and improved 
engine. 

The Roamer and the Bobber both hark 
back to a previous era, much like success¬ 
ful retro-styled machines from Triumph and 
Harley-Davidson. 

But for afficionadoes the Guzzi is unique, 
not least because of its combination of a 
characterful big V-twin engine mounted 
across the frame and shaft drive. 

It makes the Italian machine feel like no 
other, particularly when you feel the shimmy 
of torque through the saddle if you blip the 
throttle on down changes. 

Most modern bikes do the job with com¬ 
mendable efficiency: the Guzzi also feels 
alive. 

Both Roamer and Bobber (the model 
tested here) are powered by the all-new 
850cc V9 engine. With 55bhp it’s not the 
most powerful V-twin, but it does have a 
7bhp advantage over Moto Guzzi’s older 
V7s, Rather more important, with this style 
of bike, is that fact that it has more torque 
- now 62Nm - which is available at much 
lower revs (3,000 instead of 5,000rpm). 

It’s rather surprising what a difference this 



makes. It feels more flexible and responsive, 
pullling away smoothly from low revs in top 
(sixth) gear yet also capable of kicking up 
its heels for a rapid overtake if you change 
down a cog or two. 

This is what you want from a cruiser bike, 
and this together with its low saddle and 
straight bars make the Bobber particularly 
novice-friendly. A slightly down-powered ver¬ 
sion of the V9 (to make it learner legal) is due 
out later in the year. 

Steering is accurate (partly due to that big 
front tyre) and handling is benign. The single 
disc brakes (320mm at the front and 260mm 
at the rear) come with ABS and are well up to 
the task expected of them. 

The suspension is firmish (although no¬ 
where near as hard as a typical sports bike) 
and seems a reasonable compromise for 
this style of machine. 

The seat is low (just 770mm) and you sit 
behind almost straight bars in a comfortable, 
upright position. The footpegs are slightly 
forward of the seat, with you knees tucked 
up behind the cylinder heads. 

The lack of wind protection will help to 
keep you honest, as while the Guzzi will 
reach 70mph in short order you probably 
won’t want to maintain that speed over long 
distances due to the pressure on your arms. 
But then, it is a cruiser not a racer. 

The instruments are housed in a single 
clock in the centre of the bars - an analogue 
speedo with a digital trip computer - you can 
flick through the various modes with your left 
thumb. 

The Bobber costs £7,999, the Roamer is 
£100 less. 

The differences are largely cosmetic, al¬ 
though arguably the Bobber has the edge 
in the style stakes, based as it is on a min¬

imalist style of chopped or bobbed bikes 
which became popular in the US during 
the 1930s. It’s a fashion trend which never 
really went away, particularly among cus¬ 
tom bikeenthusiasts. 

One cue to its identity is the fat front tyre 
(130/90 on 16-inch wheels in the Guzzis 
case) and although red is a colour option, 
the test bike just looked right in matt black 
with yellow decals. 


The company seems to agree, as it 
expects this combination to account for 
around 80 per cent of sales. 

It’s paint job, slightly cut down mud¬ 
guards and more forward-leaning, sporti¬ 
er riding position give the Bobber a more 
hard-core, aggressive attitude than the 
softer Roamer. That’s as it should be, as 
the first Bobbers were essentially the hot- 
roads of the two-wheeled world.

Club champions go for 
gold in Olympics role 


THIS year marks the 20th anniversary 
since the Cannock Men’s Hockey team 
won their first national championship. 
This success, in 1995/96, was the first of 
many in what was a dominant period for 
the side. 

Since the league’s inception in 1988/89, Cannock 
have won the National League seven times, with all 
seven titles coming in a 10-year period, starting with 
that 1996 triumph. 

During the same period, Cannock also won three 
national cups and lifted the double in both 1998 and 
2005. 

Cannock’s success was highlighted by the personal 
achievements of a number of the players. From 1998- 
2004 Cannock were proudly represented by a number 
of players at Olympic Games. Craig Parnham com¬ 
peted at both Sydney 2000 and Athens 2004, Jimi 
Lewis was also at Sydney and Chris Mayer competed 
four years previously in Atlanta. 

Treasured 

After such successful careers at Cannock, and at 
national level, all three have taken the opportunity 
to be involved in coaching. 

Parnham is the current USA women’s head coach, 
Lewis, a former netminder, is the current goalkeeper 
coach for the German national team, while Mayer 
currently coaches at Solihull School, having previ¬ 
ously coached for England, and Leicester Ladies. 

All three hold treasured memories of their time at 
Cannock, most notably their play-off success against 
Reading in 1999, in which all three played. The game 
went to penalties after Cannock fought back from 3-1 
down to draw. Lewis earned hero status, saving three 
of the six flicks he faced. 

Mayer saw it as the ultimate achievement. “It was

the first year that play-offs had been done, we had 
won the league at a canter but you could only call 
yourselves champions if you won the final. We did.” 

It wasn’t until the late-1980s that Cannock began 
to be recognised as an elite club. The biggest step was 
qualifying for the National League in 1988, meaning 
the club could compete and attract some of the sport’s 
biggest names. What followed was a dominant 10 
years and Cannock’s most successful period to date. 

The 90s saw Cannock recognised as an elite coach¬ 
ing and training club, which in turn boosted their sta¬ 
tus, though Lewis admits he found it tough to leave 
Havant, where he had previously spent his entire 
career. 

”I’d moved up through the youth teams into the 
first team. We got relegated in the 1996/97 season and 
to continue competing for a spot in the men’s senior 
national team I decided I needed to be playing for a 
Premier League team,” he said. 

“I knew a lot of Cannock players through the na¬ 
tional team set up and I liked the working man’s at¬ 
titude of the club.” 

Mayer, meanwhile, saw it as an opportunity to fol¬ 
low in his family’s footsteps. Having watched his el¬ 


ders play before him for a number of years, he wanted 
to continue the family legacy. 

He said: “My father was a player at the club and 
both my brother and I used to go and watch him play. 
Once old enough I started to play for the club. My 
first game was for the sixth team when I was 11. I 
played left wing. We lost 10-0! My grandfather, uncle 
and brother all played at Cannock too.” 

Parnham’s decision was based simply on Cannock’s 
status as the best in the country. 

With the Rio Olympics now under way, both Lewis 
and Parnham, who will be coaching their respective 
nations at the Games against Team GB, coached by 
former Cannock team-mate Bobby Crutchley who has 
been involved with the national side since 2005. 

During his playing career Crutchley played world¬ 
wide for both club and country. At club level, he 
played in Australia and Italy as well as at a number 
of clubs in England and won numerous titles at both 
Cannock and Hounslow. Crutchley was top scorer in 
all three countries and earned the right to play at 
national level when he won bronze at the 1998 Com¬ 
monwealth Games. 

Crutchley also took the opportunity to coach part- 
time, gaining valuable experience with regard to his 
current position as England first-team coach. 

He said: “I had done a lot of coaching while still 
playing, so had a significant amount of experience 
when I finished playing. I then got really lucky getting 
the job at the University of Bath, where a number of 
other sports were based, so I got the opportunity to 
learn from a lot of highly successful coaches. During 
this time I started to work with the England junior 
teams and gradually got more opportunities.” 

Crutchley is hoping to lead England to their first 
gold medal since 1988, Lewis will be seeking a back- 
to-back gold medal with the German national team, 
while Parnham will strive for the USA women’s first 
ever Olympic gold.

“Tony Pulis made a silk purse out of sow’s ear 
last year. 

“I’m afraid that if we’ve won two games out 
of the first 10 they could sack him and bring in 
a manager we’ve never heard of. But I am glad 
that we’ve appointed John Williams as chairman. 
That’s a very good move.” 

The Baggies are planning to strengthen their 
squad before the summer transfer window shuts, 
but Brandrick hopes some of Lai’s investment is 
also pumped into developing young talent from 
the West Midlands. 

“The squad always needs improving, but is the 
money going to be used correctly, or is it going to 
be thrown at the wrong type of players?” he said.
